Continuation of 3. NOTE: As stated in the Advisory Action mailed on 10/01/2009, Applicant's amendment requires new search and 
consideration of the claims. The Examiner began the search for the claims as amended and found that the prior art of record Vrtala et al in 
view of Columbo et al. also reads on the amended claims because SEQ ID NO:4 comprises mutations that are specifically taught on page 
2782 second paragraph of Columbo et al. As such, the claims require further consideration and will not be entered. Applicant's argument 
that Columbo et al teaches the mutations in Parj 1, not Par j 2 is unpersuasive. Columbo et al. teaches Parjl and Parj 2 molecules are 
45% homologous and the exact mutations taught by Columbo et al. are the exact mutations (cysteine residues at the exact same position 
numbers changed to alanine) of SEQ ID NO:4. In addition, the reference teaches that the same cysteines are responsible for secondary 
structure in both allergens and that site specific mutational analysis of these positions showed common IgE binding epitopes between the 
two allergens (In particular, Figure 4 and paragraph spanning left and right columns on page 2784) . 
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
